London, June 10,. In the house of com-
mons tonight, Messrs. Gill and Flinch,
Nationalists, questioned Mr. Balfour re-

garding the governments system of "shad-
owing" persons in Ireland. They wanted
to know how this shadowing could pre-
vent boycotting. Mr. Balfour replied that
no one was shadowed unless he was
known to be engaged in intimidation.

Mr. Dillon If after tliis brntal, abomin-
able outrage, there is bloodshed, it will be
upon your hoad.

Mr. 'Parnell asked Mr. Balfour to adopt
the English presumption that every per-
son accused is innocent until proved to be
guilty, cheers Mr. Balfour will Mr.
Parnell undertake that these people shall
not repeat their crimes?

This question brought out loud Parnell-it- e

cries of "What crime" amid a tremen-
dous uproar on the part of Paraellites.
Mr. Dillon began an excited speech.
He denounced Mr. Balfour and demanded
an apology for the Use of the word "crime."
A stormy scene ensued in which Mr. Gill
accused Mr. Balfour of lying, and Mr.
Gladstone challenged him to prove his as-
sertion that the Liberals resorted to the
practice of shadowing. Mr. Balfour sub-
stituted the words "intimidation and boy-
cotting" for "crime." Finally the speaker
appealed to the house and the matter was
dropped.

THE CHOLERA IN SPAIN.
MADRID, June 16. Much alarm is oc-

casioned by the continued spread of the
cholera at Puebla Derugat. Yesterday
there Avere four deaths from the disease
and nino new cases were reported. The
doctors at Puebla Derugat uro greatly
overworked and the authorities have tele-
graphed to Valencia asking that physicians
be sent from that city to aid them. The
supply of drugs is running short and the
town officials nave also teleeraphed for a
fre&h supply from Valencia. The total
number of cases thus far reported is ninety--

one. Dr. Caudela, who is an expert, de-

clares that the disease at Puebla Derugat
is true Asiatic cholera.

A MOVE AGAINST THE ENGLISH.
Lisbon, Juno 10. It is rumored that two

regiments of infantry, a battery of artil-
lery and 150 marines will be sent to Mo-
zambique. Quillimaue advices say that
the governor and a committee of the in-

habitants have decided to organize a colo-
nial marine service and Irregular forces
for the Zambesii; also to suppress English
influence and to adopt other means to Doy-co- tt

the English. The English vice consul
was compelled to quit his residence and to
take refuso at the Italian consulate.

FRANCE'S TARIFF POSITION.
Paris, June 10. M Itoche, minister of

commerce, In opening up the council of
commerce today, said that France from
1892 would have the lixiug of the tariff in
her own hands. The whole country, ho
wud, had agreed to terminate existing
treaties, but had not agreed as to the
course to Iks pursued thereafter, so the
council must seek a solution of the ques-
tion.

WATERTOWN OUT OF THE RACE.
Wateutown, S. D., June 10. At a pub-

lic meeting Saturday night the citizens of
"Watertown decided to accept the proposi-
tion from the city of Huron to withdraw
from the race for the permanent capital of
South Dakota. The conditions of "the
proposition are that a payment of $10,000

in cash be made by the city of Huron to
the city of Watertown and that a note for
$30,000, signed by forty citizens of Huron,
to the city of Watertown, due January 1,
1S01, also be given. The condition of the
note is that it be paid provided the people
by their votes decide to locate the capital
pi the state at Huron. If not, then it is
null and void. This action caused great
indignation in many quarters, find it is
claimed that it is an attempt to sell the
votes of one county to another. It is al-
most certain that three-fourt- of the votes
of this county will go to pieces as a result
of this proposition.

THE CROSS CASE.
PARIS, Tex., June 10. Ten witnesses

were examined in behalf of the govern-
ment in the Cross case. Much of the tes-
timony appeared irrelevant, and only
served to show the bad condition of affairs
in Stevens county in 18S8. Expert testi-
mony was introduced to show that Sheriff
Cross had his arms elevated when
shot, and that Cross, Hubbard and
"Wilcox were shot while lying on
the ground. George Brucker, 'of Caldwell.
Kan., stated that on Monday after the
killing of Chamberlain one of the defend-
ants told him that he shot Herbert. Tony
was very sorry of it and would give all he
had if the boy would get well.

Smith Grubbs, another defendant, said
to him: "We shot Cross." H. M. Miller,
of Seward county, Kansas, said he was in
Hugoton in April, 18S9, and in conversa-
tion with Chamberlain expressed the opin-
ion that the killing of Cross and his men
was a cold-blood- murder. People would
not have talked so much, but Cross had his
hands up. Chamberlain said somebody
had to be killed. Witness said to him:

"It wag strange none of the other crowd
was butt."

FRANCISCO.

From out of the sands of that
desert which stretches across

our southwestern country the Zilh Lo
Jini, Indian named, rises abruptly. For
many miles the mountain lifts a barrier
across the plain. Its precipitous sides,
scarred and broken by crevices, or
rugged with fallen bowlders, render pas-sag- o

impossible to all but tho naked sav-
ages who havo found thero a home.

In these solitudes a fragment of the
Navajo Indian tribe, under the leader-
ship of morose old Francisco, have for
a long while indulged their savage in-

stincts. And while the arm of the law
is too strong for them to make open war-

fare, little provocation is needed to in-

cite them to mischief unless detection
and punishment hang imminent

Hero and there in the tortuous fast-
nesses a spring bubbles from the rocks,
and along tho water, before it sinks into
tho sand, is found luxuriant pasturage
for the herds of Indian ponies.

Midway in its extent the mountain is
broken by a narrow pass through winch
meanders an Indian trail. It was just
here that several months ago an after-
noon sun waa scorching a.party of young
surveyors. They had been riding all
day across the dusty plain and were
eagerly looking now for the water at the
foot of the mountain. A score of weary
pack animals, with drooping heads and
long ears flapping, were picking their
way carefully over the stony trail while
near them rode old Hamlin, the Mormon
packer, with his two Mexiean assistants;
behind these followed in single file the
young men of the corps.

The ringing crack of a driver's whip
now and then came echoing back from
tho cliffs along with the unintelligible
jargon of a Mexican urging on the tired
mules. The tinkle-tinkl- e of tho lead
mare's bell moved 6lowly on; the dust
rose in clouds from fourscoro feet; the
sun poured down between tho narrow
walls, and as yet no sign of water had
been seen.

A youth named Jim impatiently pushed
ahead in his eager search. Ho had not
gone far when he sighted nn Indian boy
riding leisurely through tho pass. Ah,
there was one who could tell of the cov-

eted spring. Pricking his horse ho hur-
ried to overtake the little savage. The
boy roused up at the sound of galloping
hoofs, and seeing a white man following
bo fast, without pausing to question his
intent, lashed the shaggy pony to the
top of its speed.

"Hold on, therel Hold on!" Jim called
to him, but if his voice reached tho
frightened youngster he gave it no heed,
unless to urge his pony the faster. Then
a freakish thought crossed tho young
man's mind, and spurring his horse wild-
ly along the trail he began to utter war
whoops and shrieks that might have
startled old Francisco himself, had he
been near.

The nimble pony was making good
speed, but the littlo savage, fearing to be
caught and scalped, thought the moun-
tain safer than tho saddle. Without
stopping his pony ho sprang lightly to
tho ground, ran up tho hillside and dis-

appeared in the bowlders at tho foot of
the cliff.

Jim could scarcely keep his saddle
with laughter for a few moments; then
he rode along the trail to where tho little
fellow had disappeared and called to him
to come down, that ho was a good white
man and wanted water. But he might
as well have hailed a wild jack rabbit.

Tho pony checked his speed when the
rider left him, but still eluded tho young
man's efforts to turn liim back in the
narrow pass. The pack train came up,
and the wild animal scurried ahead of it
until the pass had widened into the val-
ley. There he was turned and sent
prancing back toward the mountain.

But the perverse little animal instead
of returning insisted now upon following
the train. Again and again the boys
dashed at him, and away ho would go
for a moment; but presently his heels
would fly into tho air and back he would
come, frisking impishly, and through
tho rest of the afternoon followed at a
distance.

A spring was found before sunset, and
camp was pitched for the night by tho
side of tho water. The animals were
turned loose to graze. The weary men
dropped upon tho ground, while the
cook busied himself preparing supper.
Presently a shadow fell across the ground
where wo lay, and looking up we ob-

served a solitary Indian approaching, a
blanket thrown over his shoulders and a
rifle on his arm. It was so usual an oc-

currence th3t little heed was given him;
for everywhere they frequent our camps,
begging incessantly for whisky, tobacco
and food. But when he drew near and
made no request, nor even acknowledged
our salutation of "How." wo knew that
his was another object, and that he was
ill disposed.

Drawing his blanket round him, ho
paused a little way off and stood as silent
as a specter. He was very tall and
straight, with finely chiseled features in-

stead of the brutal face so common to
the Indian. As he posed there in the
twilight,his picture .e garment draping
about him, with rifl in hand and the
long shadows around, T couUX almost
fancy the spirit of Hiawatha had ri&en.

By this time supper was ready, and a
cup of coffee was poured and offered to
the Indian. He neither accepted nor re-

fused, but remained as motionless as if
he had been cast in bronze. Turning
presently and walking a few steps away,
he uttered the long, tremulous call of the
coyote. An answering nolo came from
the hills near by and soon other Indians
appeared by ones and twos and joined
him about the fire. They continued to
strangle in until thirty had gathered

around us, ana an were armed, woo
was offered them, bat not one accepted;
they were not disposed to bo friendly.

Night had come and with it the cold
breeze from the mountains. The camp
fire blazed cheerily, and around it the
Navajos gathered, squatting upon their
haunches. Our men were weary with
the day's ride, and after the animals had
been picketed, drew out their blanket3
and lay down about them, their baggage
under their heads. No other trouble was
expected if the stock were guarded from
stampede, for a body of troops lay at the
fort, three days' journey from the moun-
tain.

After the men had lain down the Indi-
ans drew closer around the fire, now and
then gathering fuel, or speaking one to
another in their own language. We lay
on the ground in the shadow, but against
the darkness the swarthy figures of the
Navajos were thrown in bold relief by
the firelight, and they were not so far
away but that their voice3 came to us.

What a dreamy picture it seemed as
we fell asleep I The coppery figures
drawn about the fire, half concealed by
their gaudy blankets, the gleam of rifles,
the sleeping men, the dusky animal forms
outlined, in shadow, while off on the hills
a coyote barked at the moon, which was
tinting the east and the waste of desert.
The picture was soon forgotten by the
boys, but the Mormon, as was his duty,
lay watching.

Presently the Indians formed in a half
circle about him that had first come to
us, and made ready for a powwow.
Hamlin knew then that our visitor was
the noted and dangerous Francisco. The
chief began to speak to his warriors in
Piute. It so happened that Hamlin had
been raised among the Piutes and un-
derstood the language even better than
the Navajos. Ha heard Francisco re-

counting the wrongs of his people; how
often their pastures had been wrested
from them, their horses and cattle stolen.

And now they were being followed
into the desert. Only one moon before
two comrades had been murderod on the
plain, and by whom but theao men? To-

day a pony had been drivBn from the
mountains; what outrage
might be expected? What should bo
done? They were thirty braves, the
white men numbered 6even. Horses
wore here, food, rifles and powder; one
bold stroke and all would be theirs.

The boys had been sleeping some hours,
when Hamlin wakened the nearest one
with a touch. l" he whispered.
"Danger!" In an instant every nerve
was strung, and he would have risen
but the Mormon pressed him down. The
Mexicans were already whispering to-

gether, and soon the entire party was
on the alert.

We were still in the shadow, though
the moon was shining now. My first
glance was toward the fire. All the In-

dians had vanished but two. who were
squatting before the smoldering embers
as they had been earlier in the night.

"The Navajos have gone behind the
ridge," wo were presently told, "and
these two remain lest we should suspect
something wrong, and bo on our guard
or get away." Then the Mormon told ua
what he had overheard. Francisco had
planned to attack us just before day,
when most likely tho entire party would
bo sleeping. They had withdrawn the
more surely to take us unawares, and
had crossed the ridge in order to conceal
their fire.

Ho had heard more; news had mos
probably reached the fort of the murder
of the two Indians, and a squad of sol-

diers been dispatched to investigate tho
matter, for a detachment was in camp at
tho Chez-a-Scl- a spring, only ten miles
away. It was then 11 o'clock; a man
must start off at once to notify the lieu-
tenant. Even if the troops did not arrive
before the Indians returned wo might be
ablo to defend ourselves for awhile till
6uccor should come.

One of the boys was selected as mes-
senger. None of us had yet risen from
the ground; the Navajos thought us sleep,
ing. The lad began to slide off in tho
grass, and presently reached the edge of
a littlo gulch undiscovered. There ho
dropped over and under shelter of the
rocks made good his escape. It is need-
less to say we did not sleep again. Every
eye and ear was on tho alert and every
rifle in hand. Now and then a coyoto
slunk near, and the uncertain shadow
gave our nerves a thrill, or if his mate
called we fancied tho Navajos were sig-

naling. Tho suspense 60 wrought upon
the nerves of the party that they would
gladly havo followed Hamlin to surprise
the Indians in their camp; but tho watch-
ers were near. A suspicious movement
on our part, and they would have van-
ished like pbantom3; or the crack of a
rifle the whole band would be upon us.

Hamlin, too, gTew restless as we lay
there, and presently crept near to us.
He had been considering the chances of
the troops arriving in time to be of serv-
ice. The Chez-a-kl- a was ten miles away,
and even were the detachment still there
they could not reach us before 8 o'clock.
It was the day before when tho Indians
had seen them, but bad they remained?
It was doubtful if tho lad could follow
the trail aright, and, besides, tho Nava-
jos might attack us at any moment.

Hamlin had nerves like the rest of us;
perhaps ho had more. He was a gaunt,
muscular man, who had been reared
among the Piutes, where his father had
been sent a Mormon missionary. Hav-
ing enjoined us 6trictly to lie quiet, he
raised up and yawned, as though but
just wakened from sleep.

"Hello, therel If you are going to sit
by my fire, why don't you keep it burn-
ing?" he called out to the pair who were
yet squatting about the embers. "You
trifling, lazy buck, now you keep that

fire up till day, or 111 tako my cowbido
and drive jou off I"

The blaze crackled and the sparks flew
up as he piJed the fuel on, while the two
moved back somewhat. Drawing bi
blanket about his shoulders, Hamlin
squatted near them, shivering and pre-
tending to be cold.
